Although I closed my ne'vsspappr campaign S atu rd ay morning, it has 
bren brought to my attention that a “Tribute*1 for m y principal opponent, 
published in the Sunday paper, has certain defects which ought to he called 
to th e attention of the voters. 
I do not feel th a t it is necessary for my 
friends to rush into print, either with or without pay, to endorse me. 
The 
only recommendation I need is the approval of the 11400 voters who voted 
for me four years ago for Probate Judge. 
I am willing to let that endorse­ 
ment 'stand and I shall certainly he very happy if those friends ^ill again 
endoise mo todav bv placing their cross before my nam e on the Republican 
ballot. 


The four year old endorsement used by tho present judge in Sunday’s 
full page ad. should have little weight with the voters for the following 
reasons: 


1. 
Of the sixteen men who signed it at th a t time, many of them have 
assured me their signatures were not supposed to he for publication in any 
form. 
The use of their nam es then and now is an in justice to them, p a r­ 
t ic u la r ^ in n e w of the fact th a t not one of them h a s signed an endorse­ 
ment this year for the same man. 


2. 
Of the sixteen men who signed the endorsement then. nine of them 
.ire now either out of the office as supervisor, out of the county, or dead; 
one is a canoidate on a Democratic Ticket. 


3. 
Because the permission of the men who signed this endorsement 
four years ago has not been given for its use this year and they have been 
un justly placed on the spot to satisfy the selfish ambition of the c«indidatr 
using their names. 


I. 
Because their refusal to re-endorse the present judge this year is 
a porihx'o cancellation of the endorsement made four years ago. 


a. 
Because the people of many of the townships rejected some of 
these supervisors for election on the ground th at they refused to allow any 
one man to give, promise or deliver their vote for any public office. 


The endorsement of five of the new supervisors, who clearly cannot 
be *o well acquainted with the office of Probate Judge, cannot be seriously 
considered in view of the fact that the older supervisors w ho are acquainted 
with the record of the present Probate Judge have t h i - year consistently 
and unanimously refused to endorse him for re-nomination. 
Th^se twenty- 
two supervisors, who have refused to openly endorse the present judge this 
year, have h> their action tacitly and silently disapproxed of his re-nomina­ 
tion. 


The endorsement given the present judge by Mr. Rivers, fo rm e rh o< 
Rock, Michigan, is of little weight w hen it is understood that he is no long 
cr a resident of Delta County, nor interested in its affairs, nm the fu tu re 
of the Probate Court of the County to which our people must look from now 
on. 
We are not gazing backwards. 


As to the individual endorsements from the townships and city, I m a U 
no comment.
